Palmer House Meeting Opens Fall Season—Drs. George W. Siewert and 


The fall series of Chicago Dental So- 
ciety meetings will get off to a flying 
start Tuesday evening, October 20, when 
the program under the direction of Dr. 
B. D. Friedman, Acting Chairman of the 
Monthly Program Committee, will be de- 
voted to the question of whether dental 


hygienists should be licensed to do pro- 
phylaxis under the supervision of a 
licensed dentist. Dr. George W. Siewert 
of Milwaukee will discuss the question 
from the standpoint of those who favor 
such licensure and Dr. Russell W. Tench 
of New York City will speak in opposi- 
tion.

matter of professional policy thus en- 


abling them to reach a sound conclusion. 
No test of sentiment will be taken at this 
meeting as it is the desire of the Society 
officers that every member have an op- 
portunity to express himself. Accord- 
ingly, it is planned to present the meat 


of the evening’s program in The Fort- 
nightly Review for November 15 together 
with a ballot for the use of each member 
in casting his vote. 

The tabulation, which will only be 
advisory in character as there is no pro- 
vision in our By-Laws for legal rating in 
this manner, will be reported to the 
Board of Directors which will determine 
officially the Society’s attitude toward the 
licensure of dental hygienists. When its 
decision has been reached it will be re- 
ported to the Executive Council of the 
Illinois State Dental Society which has 
requested that each component of the 
State Society so express itself.

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EDITORIAL 


THE DENTAL HYGIENIST ? 


Opportunity will be given to the members of the Chicago Dental Society to 
learn more about the problem of licensing dental hygienists at the next monthly 
meeting. Several times we have invited expression of opinions on this subject 
in the pages of The Fortnightly Review but the response has been conspicuously 
lacking. 

We have attempted to analyze the reasons for this apparent inertia, 

1. Either the members did not notice the invitation, 

2. They are not sufficiently informed on this matter to have opinions, 

3. The vast majority are not interested, 

4. They are not sure of their arguments and are therefore afraid to express 
them, 
5. Or they haven’t the time to write. 


The first possibility is a plausible one ; they may have missed our invitation. 
The second probably applies to many a condition which can be corrected by 
attendance at the next meeting. 


We hope that lack of interest is not the reason, for the problem may be one 
of considerable social significance as a letter in the present issue of the Review 
implies. 

The fourth reason implies a lack of courage in their conviction. A number 
of men are free with their opinions at the luncheon table but they are not 
willing to announce their opinions publicly. Can it be that their arguments will 
not stand careful scrutiny, that perhaps there is a selfish motive behind them? 

Perhaps the numbers with definite opinions do not have the time to write. 
We hope that they will have the time to attend the next meeting and that they 
will participate in the discussion. The pertinent discussion will be published in 
a future issue of The Fortnightly Review. 

This problem deserves careful consideration and frank discussion. Action 
probably will be required soon, and we hope that the members of the Society 
will be adequately informed, definite in their attitude, and correct in their 
decision. 


THE INSTITUTE OF WAR MEDICINE AND SURGERY FOR DENTISTS 


The Institute of War Medicine and Surgery is apparently supplying a need 
that is national in scope. The enrollment is astonishingly large and includes 
dentists from all over the country ; from New York to Texas. Despite the fact 
that many dentists are already in the service, a large number remain in civil 
practice who are interested in making themselves proficient for war service. 
Many realize that modern warfare with long range aeroplanes does not confine 
the battle casualties to the battle fronts: Civilian dentists must be prepared. 

Dr. Edward J. Ryan who originated the plan for the Institute is to be com- 
plimented on his foresight and the Board of Directors of the Chicago Dental 

Society are to be commended for their cooperation and willingness to under- 
write the necessary financial arrangements.—Robert G. Kesel.

Dear Editor : 

I should like to utilize the facilities of 
your letter column to express some ideas 
about the licensing of dental hygienists in 
the state of Illinois. 

The argument given by one of the ad- 
vocates of licensing follows the following 
logic : “By employing a hygienist, we can 
see more patients and we are able to do 
their prophylactic work at a nominal 
fee.” According to statistics on the aver- 
age earnings of a dentist, it appears that 
the majority of dentists are not con- 
fronted with the problem of being unable 
to see enough patients. It is true that a 
certain small percentage of dentists are 
so busy that they do not care to occupy 
their time in prophylactic work—to them 
this reasoning would apply. The second 
argument of “being able to do prophy- 
lactic work at a nominal fee,” is not a 
very clear one. I have always been of 
the opinion that this was one service 
where our fees were quite nominal. The 
dentist who charges $2.00 for a one sit- 
ting, half hour prophylaxis is not only 
giving his patient a service, but is also 
financially remunerating himself with a 
fair profit. 

It is very important that the reasons 
against licensing the hygienist be well 
publicized, even though some of these 
ideas have been expounded before. Dur- 
ing the last twenty-five years the educa- 
tional standards of the dentist have been 
continually lengthened. As I understand 
it, this has been done to give the dentist 
a greater theoretical background in un- 
derstanding his work. In other words 
dentistry has passed the stage where its 
members are mere mechanics. They 
understand the biological and physical 
principles underlying their work. 


By licensing the hygienist we are say- 
ing that this required training of the den- 
tist is not necessary for all phases of den- 
tistry. Now in two years we are going to — 
teach a “partial specialist” to take over 
one phase of dentistry. Can we be honest 


in our beliefs on dental education, if we 
are going to subdivide dentistry into vari- 
ous branches and say that this part of 
dentistry requires all of the education 
taught our men, and the other does not? 
If we do, this type of reasoning may be. 
come very detrimental to the profession 
and practice of dentistry. I know it has 
been said that the hygienists have proved 
their efficiency in the past twenty-five 
years and therefore justify their licensing. 
Yet, this is not reason enough for us not 
to evaluate the possibilities that may 
occur in the future. 
Bear in mind that the political phi- 
losophy of today is undergoing tremen- 
dous changes, as we are living in revolu- 
tionary times. May I ask what is going 
to stop some bureaucratic department of 
our government from saying in the 
future, “There is a shortage of dentists to 
take care of the entire population, there- 
fore we will train “partial specialists” in 
the field of dentistry. This one will be 
trained to take impressions, this one will 
be trained to give injections, this one will 
be trained to finish operative work, etc.” 
I can hear some of my readers stating 
that the dental societies would not al- 
low such a state of affairs to occur. To 
them I say, what argument will they give 
if the government says, “You licensed 
hygienists to do one part of dentistry 
without requiring them to have the same 
educational background as the profession, 
therefore what is so unethical about our 
suggestion that they be taught other 
limited phases of dentistry?” Or can you 
_imagine an argument as to the amount of 
risk taken by a patient when he is getting 
his teeth scaled or when he is having an 
impression taken? It appears that they 
would have a point in their favor for 
_ licensing “impression assistants.” 
The argument may be compared with 
_the status of the registered nurse in med- 
icine. In this case the nurse has been 
able to assume certain, may we Say; 
mechanical phases of medicine. For ex-

ample, she may give hypodermic injec- 
tions intra muscularly or subcutaneously 
under the order of the physician. To 
divert our argument for a moment, here 
would be another point for the licensing 
of “partial specialists” in local anesthetics 
in dentistry. However, in spite of the 
many duties that a nurse performs in the 
field of medicine we cannot logically 
compare her with the hygienist in den- 
tistry. Because of the nature of most 
dental treatments, we cannot assign very 
many or any of our duties to her. 

I will admit that some of my argu- 
ments are a little far fetched. However, 
the important point is that the potentiali- 
ties are there when universal licensing 
of hygienists begin. That is the way 
changes occur in various fields. First it 
is a harmless permission or granting of 
power, until someone uses this power 
unfairly. Let us remove the mask from 
the arguments for the licensing of hygien- 
ists in this state. Let us not believe that 
their licensing is going to give the average 
dentist more time to see more patients. 
Statistics show that the average man 
has sufficient time in his practice to see 
his patients. Therefore, I can see no 
reason for licensing the hygienist in Il- 
linois. The dentist with his assistant is 
now able to carry out practically all of 
the “blessings” the licensing of hyigenists 
would bring. The training of dental 
nurses should be to assist the dentist and 
not to replace him. 

In conclusion, let us hope that the 
reason behind licensing hygienists is not 
a mercenary one. I am of the opinion 
that the inferences seem to be that by 
having hygienists we will be able to assign 
an unprofitable branch of dentistry to 
them, and thus we will be able to utilize 
our time in more “profitable” work.
